THE CHINA: MAIL. 


Information hag ons to hand from Amoy 
_-Tegurding tho theft of letters from tho 
Gosidental .end Orisntal mail steamer 
Gaelic, Our informant writes that ebout 
half-past’ eight o'clock on Sunday morning, 
ue of tha’ Municipal Polics, a Chinaman, 
* found a brown paper log, addrossed to San 
+ -Branoiago . from «Hongkong, tying st the 
entrangs to one of the lanes leading from the 
sConocrsion. ‘There waro some letters lying 
on, the ground beside the bag, and several 
letters insida it. There was also a largo 
Hnon-lined envelope from Mesera Siomssen 
and Oo., Hongkong, addressed to ofirm in 
‘Ban Feancisoo, This envelope contained 
‘any documents. These enclosures were 
all addressed from Metre Siomssen and Co. 
to various people in Amorica, All the seale 
had been broken and the envelopes opened. 
Thora were othor nine letters in covers of 
those seven were from Mossrs Siomsnon and 
Go, The senders of the other two arc un- 
known at prosent. With three exceptions 
theao lettora had. been opened, One cover, 
‘unstamped, evidontly an onclosare in aa- 
other letter, was found empty. ‘Two letters 
in Gorman to the sameaddress wera toad by 
the Postal Agent, who found that thoy 
had contained stamp, Tho stamps were 
missing. 

Our informant is inclined to think that & 
bag of mails which had cither boon posted 
on board the Gaelic or made up by tho Post 
Offica in Hongkong for the Gactic had been 
atolon. The Postal Agent, as soon as tho 
discovery wan made, wired to the Post- 
master General in Hongkong, and to the 
Postal Anthorities in Japan ant San 
Francisco.

Ho 
took tho promtition also of lnving the casa 
removed toa city in which no foreigner 
can gain a fooling, and badit tried there 
by one of his most trnaty ogonta. {nm all 
probability be bas not communicated a 
aingle fact about it as yo cvon to the 
Teungli- Yambo, On tho foreign side, the 
game polioy of perfect accrovy was adopted 
by Consul-General Book. As this policy 
of perfoct swrecy. has boen maintsined on 
both sides to this day it is .comewkat 
remarkable that so rany pittioulars hove | 
come to light, and that here sro none of 
the long sities of ‘anti-foreign outrages 
abont which vo are half so vell informed. 


TZ BEONET EXPOSED. 

Tho latest contribution tv our knowledge 
of tho oxse takos tho shapo of a volume 
containing all the official despatches of the 
Chinese authorities regarding it, which has 
just beva issued from the Press. Tn - this 
we have tho history of the matter written, 
some of it by actors in the tragady, and alk 
of it by those who aim to put tho bost face 
npon it which it will baar; hence if this 
book condemna the mandarins there need 
he no futhor attompts to jastify thom. 
We havo here a fall and suflicient answer 
fo the much debated question: What ia 
the canap of anti-foreign ricts Q—as regards 
this one al Jeast—and ite featimony must 
bo accepted as conclusive. It ia shown to 
be, nat the Kolao Aui, orany other aeorst 
society. Not a sudden and unforeseen 
uproar oauatd by indisercet missionaries 
preaching that ‘ Confuciue is in hell,’ or 
otherwise ruusing the wrath of tho people. 
But it aroso, simply and neturally, from an 
effort made by tho, maniarins, for xo 
apparent reason gave that such was their 
will and pleasure, to provint missionaries 
from aettling in Sungpu. The book, how- 
ever, mustbe allowed to epeuk for itself, 
Tho documents are perfeclly genuine, and 
all we wish to do is to indicate a few of 
their contents. ‘ 


TRE REGINNING, 

Tho first despatch is fron Consul Thyon, 
who boge,on the 17th ofthe third moon, 
to inform the Trotni thatthe missionary 
Lindstrom had called on him to say that 
the Maching district mogistrate had cent 
some twolty ronners to Hobiapu, and 
seized tho native’ in tharge of their 
honso, with four or five other people, 
aud talfen thom away to prison, bosides 
compelling the landlord {o drivo out the 
mission, Tha Consul oxpresses his sur- 
prise at this, and requests the Taotai to 
have the matter enqnired Into, and the men 
rolonsad. It seoms at that time there was 
no foreigner in Hokiapu, as the mission- 
aries Wikholm and Lindsrom after taking 
tho bousehad returned to Wacheng, leaving 
apative naned Yauginoberge. This news, 
brought down by a friendly native, was the 
first iudication they had of there being any 
objection to their presante there, and the 
question now wae whether the people who 
had got into trouble ontheir account were 
to be lefiio thoir fate, or ifthe mission. 
aries should try and bolp them, Rightly 
or wrongly they resolyedon tho latter, and 
hence the visit to the Consul, hence tho, 
despatch, and hence the massacre and all 
that has followed it ; forerery atep since has 
been buta repetition ofthis Mrst, namely 
an attempt to vedross gross official outrage. 


. UNPUBLISHED RULES, 

The Rov. Timothy Hithard bas recently 
called public attention to certain rules of 
Li Hungchang, one of which provides that 
ony native who sells or rents property to a 
foreigner, withont first obtaining the con- 
sent of the local magistrate, ie to be'eeized 
end poushed, Neither missionary nor 
native hid over heard of these rules in 
Hoknang, bot apparenily the Mach@ag 
district magistrate (Asier) had, and this is 
the only excuse which con bo advanced for 
hie astio. It would eppeur the Taotal 
knew all.about it before he repsived the 
Consal’s despatch, go ho passed it on to tho 
Maching magistrate with an order attached 
that if he had seized ary Chrietians they 
were to be liberated ; and also a. letter 
telling tim to liberate Messrs Li and Ho. 
Mr Li was the lundlopd, and Ho the 
middleman, aud these two were the only 
persons really seized, the fret news being, 
grosely exaggerated. . 


THE DESPANHES, 

Tho Meching Asien hed, however, a mind 
of this own, ao he replierin a tong despatch, 
page 1, the gist of which is thus given ia 
the Tevtai’s note attacicd for the Consul: 
‘Tho Mochbng Agien petitions he has not 
selzed any Christians, and he requeste tho 
tolssioneries not to go to that place’ Tho 
reason he gives for hie request la that the 
peorle were savage, nnd there had already 

een disturbances whioh ho had personally 
gone ta Sungpu to repreia, and that the ns- 
five Yaog. muat be removed or there would 
be tronble—-which was probably true os the 
makingof it vas in hisown hands, In the 
meantimo the missionaries had got.acourate 
particulars of what: hadreally happened, so 
Consul Thyen, finding their statement and the 
Maohéng ksien’s were tolelly opposed to exch 
other, sds the Taotai another Jong des- 
patch intimstiag that the missionaries pro- 


posed going to Sungpu to see for themselves, |- : 


and asking for an escort if necessafy, Tho 
reply to this was to sskthom to wait titi the 
‘Taotai's mesenger cntue bgok from Machang. 
Uttimatedy Mesgrs Wistholm and Lindstrom 
go on by themselves and are myst graciously 
received by the Maching magistrate, who 
sets Blesrs Li and Boast liberty, and gives 
them bck the money of which they had been 
squcezl, Ail parties {tea returned to Ho- 
kiapu where the misspnaries continued to 
live, having every confidence in the Machéng 
sien. That gentleman gives & long account

THE TAOTAI's DESPATOI. 


‘Our not despatch, page Ll, isdated 2hst 
of the fifth moon, and is from the Taotsi to 
the Machéug Asien. It relutes haw, on the 
forenoon of the previous day, Cousula Thyen 
and Fitzgibbon, together with ¢he mis- 
sionaries Archibald and Lund, had come to 
his yamén and announced that on the 18th 
Messra Wickholm and Johansson had been 
Lilled by a mob at Hokiapu. They desired 
an escort for the two latter to go and bring 
back the bodies ; but on the ono hand ho ox- 
liorted them not to go, and: on the other re- 
quested instructions from the Viceroy, who 
had deputed Li, a Taotai, and o magistrate 
nimed Cheng, to go to: Huangehonfu and 
manage Ihe affair in concert with the pre- 
feot, Further, he had {natructions to order 
the hodies to be coffined and sent to Hankow 
but on no acootnt would missioncries be 
permitted to go to Bungpy agsia, . Menara 

fokholm ‘and Johansson had gone there in 
spite of repented requests that they should 
not go, and though told that the people did 
not believe nor follow the Western dootrine, 
aleo that they could tot be protected, but 
oe would not hear advice and hence this 
serious case. It was therofore quite impos- 
sible that the missionaries Archibald and 
Lund shonld be permitted to go, and he had 
informed tho Inglish and Swedish Consute 
that on no account must they permit them to 
gota Sangpu. Then, with a fow instructions 
as ta sending the bodies to Consul Thyen, 
and making due report,, the docnment comes 
to an end. : 


THE CONSUL’S FOLLOWING DESPATOH. 


The next, pago 12, is from Consul Thyen, 
to the Taotai giving the particulars of the 
massacre as far as known and reciting the 
arrangements which bad heen mado with 
his doputy for escorting the missionaries to 
Sungpu so that they might bring back the- 
bodies, and urging that these arrangoments 
should be daly carried out. No one supposed 
for a moment but what they would; but 
then oo one knew of the tenor of the pro- 
vious despatch which tho Taotai was just 
then forwarding to the Machéng hsien at
